Driver-education in the Everett Vocational High. 
School has been in progress for some time. In fact 
this school has been a pioneer in this type of instruc- 
tion, The Everett Vocational High School was the 
first school in Massachusetts to offer the Adult Driv- 
ing Course. Even long before a car was available 
to the school for on-the-road-training this school had 
been conducting classes on Safety Driving. 

Not only is this course very popular but the stu- 
dents gain much from it. They not only learn how 
to drive, but most important the correct way. They 
are taught to use common sense on the road, and to be 
courteous. With the highways becoming more and 
more crowded each year, this proper driving educa- 
tion becomes imperative. 

This course consists of 20 hours of class room in- 
struction, which includes the laws of the road, cour- 
tesy and common sense on the road, and information 
a driver should know about his car. 

On-the-road-training is given to the student until 
the instructor is satisfied that the student is qualified 
to handle .a car and is considered a safe driver. 

The student is then tested by the Registry man. 
If he passes his test satisfactorily the student is then 
given his driver's license. 

With the completion of this course, the student 
will receive a certificate which he will use for a re- 
duction of his registration fee.
